geable with the Succefs of every A@ion 
they undertake or dire&t; to prove it rea: 
fonable to do fo, they ought firft to be made 
Gods, have a fuperintendent Power over 
Nature, govern Confequences,. and be vee 
fted with che Direétion of, or Superiority 
to Providence. How abfurd it is to make 
Men anfwerable fur Events of things, who 
are but Men, and partake of that particu- 
lar Quality of buman Nature to be confin’d 
in Knowledge of Futurities ? But 
above all ’tis unjuft Men in Pofts and 
Trufts in Kingdomsand Armies, are in- 
deed accountable in Points of Fidelity, 
Vigilance, Prudence and Capacity. But. 
farther 10 M:n can be anfwerable, if they 
are not capable of the Empluy, the Repu- 
tation even of the Prince it felf fuffers by 
employing them; Menof incapable Heads, 
un- 
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unquallifid, unperforming Genius, and un- 
apt for the great Bufinefs of the State they 
are Call’dto, fhould not be employ’ds But 
the.Prince is not anfwerable, no not in Dif- 
cretion, if che Minifter be a Traytor, for 
that he could not forefee 5; The Incapacity 
of the Officer refleéts on his Employer, but 
his Want of Integrity refle&s gnly upon 
himfelf. 

But after <ll,the Capacity of a Statefman 
or the Wifdom and Courage of a General, 
tho’ wifely confider’d by the Prince, this 
does not fecure Succefs ; if aGeneral were 
bound to conquer, or be condemn’d to die, 
who wquid command ovr Armies; Men 
are to anfwer fcr no more, than as Men 
ought to.bz expected from them. 

To defcend to particulars ; It was very 
hard the Duke of Marlborsugh thould fight 
for his Life, in fighting with the French in 
a double Capacity in the Feild from the 
Fire ofthe Enemy, and at home frem Peo- 
ple that pretend to chargeevery Difafter, 
that may befall him as a Crime upon him- 
felf ; and at leaft wound his Reputatioa in 
it, if they cannot his Life. 

I forbear to repeat here the Clamours
